46 Indictments, 25 Felonies 
and 21 misdemeanors 
are 
Returned 


To the Hon. J. W . Patterson, judge 
of the 43rd, Judicial District court. 
We your grand jury for the Novem­ 
ber term of court, beg ta submit, this 
our final report, and asked that we be 
finally discharged from further ser­ 
vice at this time. 
We have been in 
session for a period of 14 days, and 
within that time we have had before 
us, and examined about 150 witnesses, 
and have found as a result of our 
work 46 bills of indictment. Of these, 
25 were for felonies, and the remainder 
21 were for misdemeanors. 
We have 
spent a few more daj s time than is 
usually done by grand juries in this 
county, and for this we ascribe two 
reasons, one the inclemency of the 
weather which has delayed us in get­ 
ting the witnesses before us, and sec­ 
ond the increase of the amount of 
business before us. 
We ascribe the 
increase of crime in this county to two 
things principally, to-wit, a large in­ 
flux to this county of foreigners en­ 
gaged at public works within the coun­ 
ty, who are ignorant of our laws and 
*:* language and secondly to the preval- 
X I ency of perjury in the grand jury room 
*j* I and in the courts, and we recommend 
that our officers be diligent in prose­ 
cuting this offense in the future, and 
last but not least, we believe that some 
petit juries have failed to convict when 
they should have done so, thus dis­ 
couraging the officers in their efforts 
t© do their whole duty. 
We have visited the county jail and 
have found it fairly well conducted, 
and have made suggestions to the pro­ 
per officers to make such changes as 
seemed to be necessary to be made. 
We recommend that it be repaired 
where broken in an attempt made by 
the prisoners to escape some few days 
ago, as soon as possible. 
We have not visited the county farm 
this term, for the reason that it was 
inspected by the last grand jury, some 
six months ago, and on account of the 
bad weather. 
We have inspected the county court 
house, and it is in fair condition, and 
we congratulate the county judge and 
commissioners on their efforts to keep 
it in good condition. 
We desire to call the attention of 
the court, to the negligence of road 
overseers in the performance of the 
duties of their offices. 
Some of them 
have entirely failed to work the road, 
others have failed to put in the time 
required by law to be done, and al­ 
most all of them have failed to prose­ 
cute those who after being legally 
warned did not work, this they should 
do. The lawr requires it. We urge the 
county attorney the several justices 
of the peace, and the constables of the 
county, to see that this is done in the 
future. 
We further recommend to the 
officials of the county, that the law 
compelling delinquent poll tax payers 
to work same out on the roads be en­ 
forced. 
We feel it our duty to congratulate 
the citizens of this county in having 
such a zealous and faithful officer to 
enforce our penal laws as Mr. Ratliff, 
our county attorney. 
His efforts to 
discharge his duty has been so untir­ 
ing and complete that few who violate 
the law, escape prosecution. And we 
especially wish to commend him for 
his efficient and courteous attendance 
on this grand jury and we bespeak 
for him a continued and increased 
success in the discharge of duty both 
as an official and as a citizen. 
Thanking the court, and officials of 
the county one and all for their uni­ 
form kindness to us while in session, 
we beg to submit this our final report 
and to be discharged.

Depositors Has Found This 
Method Effective. 


Martin S. Steel of Cheyenne, W y o , 
says the old Chinese system of identi­ 
fication by thumb marks has been 
adapted to modern banking, and the 
method is now in practical use in the 
First National bank of Cheyenne as a 
mean ; of identifying the signatures of 
the many foreigners who carry depos­ 
its in that institution. 
“In fact, the thumb mark has be­ 
come as necessary on checks drawn 
by this class of the bank depositors 
as is the written signature of the 
drawer 
of 
the 
check," 
said 
Mr. 
Steele. 
“The system has been in use 
almost two years now, and in 
that 
time the bank has not had the least 
trouble with its foreign depositors, but 
instead has found that the 
arrange­ 
ment works to perfection. 
“There are probably more national­ 
ities represented in and a rtia d Chey­ 
enne than in alm ost any other city of 
the country. 
The great mining camps 
of the state have drawn every na 
tionality of 
Europe 
to 
them selves 
while the Union Pacific and Burling 
ton railroads have brought hundreds 
of 
railroad 
laborers 
from 
Asiatic 
countries.

Many of these persons deposit theii 
savings in Cheyenne banks, and very 
few. of them, comparatively speaking, 
can write their own names, especially 
in letters which can be read by an 
ordinary American business man."

than 4,000,000 dolls, dressed and un­ 
dressed, were sent to English-speak­ 
ing countries.

Recipe for the Always Popular Nougat 
— Orange 
Straws — Pineapple 
Creams— Cracker Jack When 
the Corn Is Popped. 


One cupful of almonds, chopped and 
placed in the oven to dry, being care­ 
ful not to allow them to brown. 
Put 
Into a saucepan two and a half cup- 
’uls of powdered sugar and a table­ 
spoonful of lemon juice. 
Place it on 
the fire and stir with a wooden spoon 
until it is melted and slightly colored. 
Let it stand for a few minutes, so it 
will be thoroughly melted; then turn 
In the hot almonds; mix them togeth 
er quickly, not stirring long enough to 
grain the sugar, and turn it onto an 
oiled slab or tin. 
Spread it out in an 
even sheet an eighth of an inch thick. 
While it is still warm mark it off into 
squares. 
Break 
Into pieces 
when 
cold. 
Orange straws—Save the peel from 
six oranges, putting them in a large 
bowl of water, keeping 
it a week, 
changing the water daily. 
This takes 
all the poison out 
of the peel 
and 
leaves it with a delicious flavor. 
For 
the peel of six oranges take one pound 
of sugar (granulated) and half a cup­ 
ful of water. Boil until it hairs; then 
add the orange peel, which has been 
cut into very thin strips and dried on 
a clean towel. 
Stir until the sugar 
hardens a1 over the little sticks; then 
pour over a platter. 
Pick the 
mass 
apart with a silver fork before it hard­ 
ens. 
Mints The mints with any desired 
flavoring, Such as 
pepermint, winter­ 
green, vanilla or lemon, may be made 
by stirring some of the fondant in a 
double boiler until it melts; add the 
flavoring and drop in small lumps on 
oiled paper. The lump will flatten out 
before hardening. 
An almond or half 
walnut can be placed on top of each 
if desired.

One pint scalded milk, quarter cup 
butter, two tablespoonfuls sugar, one 
teaspoonful salt, one yeast cake in 
quarter cup water, white of one egg, 
flour to make batter.

lukewarm add yeast cake, white of

IS AFTEX THE BANKS 


Controller of Currency Murray Is 
Getting Results. 


Carelessness of Some Directors In Not 
Attending 
Meetings 
One of the 
Evils at Which the Of­ 
ficial Aims. 


W ashington.—Some 2,500 
national 
banks in the United States do not 
hold directors’ meetings as often as 
once a month. 
Some hold them not 
oftener than once in 
six 
months; 
some once a year, and there are banks 
In tile country which hold no direc­ 
to rs’ meetings at all. 
Law rence O. Murray, controller of 
the currency, is just rounding up the 
comprehensive scheme of bank con­ 
trol which lie instituted when appoint­ 
ed to succeed W. B. Ridgely, a year 
and a half ago. Mr. Murray signalized 
his accession to office by preparing, 
shortly after, a set of questions to 
bank directors which 
some people, 
who were not informed as to the sit­ 
uation or the ultim ate intentions or the 
controller, may have considered 
the 
most drastic ever sent out by the 
treasury departm ent. 
They were de­ 
signed to build a fire under directors 
who had acquired the habit of looking 
In upon the meetings only long enough 
to grab a gold piece and rush out 
again, or did not take the trouble to 
attend meetings at all. 
These questions, in m any of their 
phases, went to the root of bank ad­ 
ministration. 
Their general purpose 
was to insure the directors of national 
banks knowing what their institutions 
were doing. 
The 
questions asked by the con­ 
troller have produced noteworthy re­ 
sults in adm inistration. 
There are 
approximately 7,000 national 
banks 
scattered 
throughout 
the 
country. 
Every one of these institutions is re­ 
quired to report to the controller of 
the 
currency. 
He 
has 
ascertained 
from a careful study of these 
re­ 
v e rts that the directors of only 4,500 
are holding reasonably frequent meet­ 
ings. 
The last step taken by the control­ 
ler in his campaign of reform is the 
sending out to the board of directors 
of each of the 2,500 derelict banks 
a 


can prevent his ordering banks 
ex­ 
amined as often as he pleases. Under 
the law the controller may direct the 
exam ination of a bank as often As is 
deemed “necessary and proper,” and 
while the great majority 
of 
bank! 
have no reason to fear an exam ina­ 
tion by government agents, these ex­ 
am inations cost money and are bother­ 
some, and wise bankers do all they 
can to make such examination* un­ 
necessary. 
Mr. Murray’s experience In the con­ 
troller’s office has demonstrated that 
the controller needs no greater au­ 
thority to regulate the administrative 
functions of the national banks than 
the law already provides.

to the auditorium fund. The additional 
am ount secured enabled Mayor Speer 
to have the plans for the building in 
elude a system of movable walls and 
a 
proscenium 
arch, by which the 
stru ctu re could be divided in half, 
one portion being arranged in such a 
way that with little work it could 
be fitted up as a thoroughly modern 
th eate r with a seating capacity of 
3,000. 
The 
building 
was 
formally 
opened by the Democratic convention 
last year 
Officially, the big steel and cement 
structure was designed for the usual 
purposes of a convention hall. 
Aa 
such it was used for the first year 
after its completion. 
Politicians and 
traction magnates and farm ers and 
labor unions held m etings and made 
speeches and passed resolutions with­ 
in its ample walls. 
Fairs and autom o­ 
bile shows alternated with band con 
certs and campaign rallies. 
On one 
never-to be-forgotten night last sum ­ 
m er the “lid” was lifted for a few 
brief hours, and a prize-fight was pull­ 
ed off in the hall made historic by 
the nomination of a presidential can­ 
didate.

In the test the steam pres­ 
sure was ;>00 pounds, tem perature 720 
degrees, the revolutions 700 per m in­ 
ute and the brake horsepower devel­ 
oped 32.65.

Some crops are very much better 
adapted to dry farm ing areas than 
others. 
Among the grain crops, those 
that have the v e ry highest adapta­ 
tion are winter wheat, durum wheat, 
winter rye, speltz and 
bald 
barley. 
Those of adaptation less high include 
file and blue stem wrheat, m alting 
barley and oats. 
Among the coarse 
lodaers 
of 
highest 
adaptation 
are 
corn, kaffir corn and sorghum. Among 
the grasses and clovers of 
highest 
adaptation are, alfalfa, Russian brome, 
end western rye grass. 
Among the 
tubers and roots those of m ost prom ­ 
ise are potatoes and probably ru ta­ 
bagas. 


In nearly all the dry farm ing area 
w inter wheat is the leading money 
crop 
in that respect it has a long 
lead. 
It may be successfully grown 
on n$wf breaking providing the break­ 
ing is done early and the soil is well 
compressed as soon as plowed and is 
kept 
properly 
pulverized 
subse­ 
quently until the w'heat ie sown. T hat 
crop, however, is not likely to yield 
so well as one that is sown later in 
the rotation. 
The best crops of win­ 
ter wheat will be grown on summer- 
fallow land or after corn, the seed be­ 
ing put in before the corn is cut. W hat 
has been said about w inter wheat will 
appl} 
about 
equally to w inter rye. 
Macaroni or durum wiieat m ust come 
on land of the previous season’s break­ 
ing or after corn, potatoes or field 
roots. 
It must be sown early or it is 
likely to suffer from the dry weather. 
What has been said 
about 
durum 
w heat will apply about equally 
to 
speltz and spring rye. 
The strong 
point about the whit© hulless barley 
is, that it m atures very early when 
sown early, and is less liable to injury 
from 
dry 
w eather 
in 
consequence. 
W inter wheat seldom yields less than 
20 bushels per acre and in instances 
not a few fields will yield twice as 
much. 
Some yields of 60 bushels per 
acre are on record not only in 1909, 
but in some previous years. W hitel­ 
and also spring rye frequently yields 
25 bushels and in some instances con­ 
siderably more; speltz will yield 30 to 
‘ 
40 bushels under good conditions of 
culture and hulless barley 25 to 30 
bushels. 
This barley weighs about 60 
pounds per bushel. 


Fife and blue stem w heat are later 
m aturing than w inter wheat hence 
they are likely to be injured more by 
dry w eather than w inter wheat. 
It 
is of much im portance therefore th at 
they shall be grown on summer-fal­ 
lowed land or after a cultivated crop. 
These do not ripen much later, if any, 
than durum wheat, hut in some way 
the latter can endure hard conditions 
better 
than 
either 
of 
the 
former. 
Tw enty bushels of either should be re­ 
garded as a good crop, while the m aca­ 
roni will go considerably higher in 
many instances. 
Barley is grown un­ 
der the same conditions as spring 
wheat. 
Malting, barley should give 
25 to 30 bushels per acre, on an aver- 
age, and of high quality, because of 
the brightness of 
the grain. 
Oats 
sown in the sam e way will give a 
very large yield in unusually moist 
seasons, but they do not 
ordinarily 
go more than 30 bushels to til#* acre. 


All the mountain states have much 
land that can only be farmed on tho 
dry farm ing plan. 
The same is true 
of a portion of each of the states that 
border on these. 
In those areas tho 
farm ers should never be caught nap­ 
ping. 
A portion of the land should ho 
caret lilly fallow ed every year and corn 
should be grown on another portion. 
This done, the dry land farm er will 
never be without some crop. 


Fruit Fed to Horses.

A poor English girl 
married 
an 
equally poor man in 1678. 
Their only 
wealth consisted of youth, brains, good 
looks, boundless ambition and a com­ 
fortable lack 
of 
conscience. 
Also, 
though their marriage 
«*as 
largely 
based on the principles of business 
partnership and hopes of self-advance- 
ment, they were overwhelmingly in 
love with each other. With the a f o r e ­ 
said qualities as their sole stock in 
trade they rose rapidly to a height of 
fame, wealth and power that made 
them the envy of all Europe.

girl was^Sgrah Jennings, daughter of 
an impoverished country gentleman.

who, under ordinary 
circumstances, 
would have received the crown. But 
parliament excluded him and made 
Anne the queen of England 
Sarah Jennings had been Anne’s 
playmate in childhood and later her 
maid of honor. 
From the very first 
the imperious, clever Sarah had ruled 
the weak, good natured Anne with a 
rod of iron. 
By the time the two 
reached womanhood Anne was Sarah’s 
devoted slave. 
Young Churchill, in 
the mean time, had won fame as a 
soldier.

Soon 
afterward, when he went away from 
home, she wrote to him: 
“W herever you are, whilst I have 
life, my soul shall follow you.” 
In reply, the duke wrote: 
“I do love and adore you with all 
my heart and soul.

to express with what a heavy heart I 
parted from you. 
I could have given 
my life to come back to you.” 
Just before the duke left England 
on his Blenheim campaign he and 
Sarah had one of their bitter quarrels. 
As soon as he had gone Sarah was 
sorry for her anger and wrote him a 
long 
letter 
asking 
forgiveness; 
to 
which he answered: 
“It will be great pleasure to me to 
have it in my power to read this dear, 
dear letter often, and that it may be 
found in my strong-box when I am 
dead. 
Till I had this letter I have

been very indifferent what should be­ 
come of me. 
I had much rather the 
whole world should go wrong thai 
you should bo uneasy.”

their

Methods of the Hookworm 


Parasite a Most Obnoxious Guest In 
♦he Interior of Human 
Body. 


The hookworm’s motto might w’ell 
be, multum 
in 
parvo; 
compacted 
within its tiny body, less than an inch 
long and looking like a bit of soiled 
coarse thread, are well-developed or­ 
gans—mouth, esophagus, intestinal ca­ 
nal, various glands, etc., to which the 
female adds capacity for several thou­ 
sand eggs. 
The mouth is cup shaped and bor­ 
dered b.> a flattened rim that can be 
squeezed up snugly against the intes­ 
tine of its host during feeding, and 
the strong, muscular esophagus thus 
becomes a powerful and effective suc­ 
tion pump, 
inside the mouth are two 
pairs of sharp chitinous lancets,’ and 
prominent at 
the 
rim is a single 
stiletto-like fang, the ‘conical dorsal 
tooth,’ with a long gland at its base. 
When the hookworm is ready to eat, it 
presses its mouth disk against the in­ 
testine, draws a tiny piece of the mu­ 


cous rn em bran ce into its mouth, a 
punctures it 
with 
its lancets a 
fang. 
Through the minute holes th 
made the blood is sucked out. 
T 
punctures are 
repeated many tin] 
in the course of a meal, finally r 
dling the bit of mucous membran 
with holes, if not actually gouging 
out. 
After the worm has dropped c 
pyogenic bacteria frequently find lot 
merit in these holes, producing sm; 
ulcers, which often run together 
form irregular ulcerations.—McClure

A call meeting is soon to be made 
for the purpose of ratifying or recind 
ing the former action of this Associa­ 
tion in permitting the membership to 
exceed twelve hundred in number, and 
if s further action in converting the 
surplus received from each assessment 
into an emergency fund. 
As secretary of toe Association, and 
at the instance of our directors, I sub­ 
mit the following with the hope that 
the purposes and benefits to be derived 
from these changes may be better 
understood by the membership. 
As 
to the emergency, or reserve fund, it 
was designed by the directors that it 
should be held gtricUy for thd pay­ 
ment of death claims at any time that 
an emergency may arise. 
In other 
words at such times that an unusual 
number of death may occur in close 
succession, caused by an epidemic of 
disease or otherwise. For the present, 
the limitation placed upon this fund 
is 
$5000.00. 
After 
reaching 
this 
amount the assessment are to fall 
back on the same basis as before, as 
to the payment of claims without as 
sessment. 
Statistics show that all in 
surance organizations which failed to 
provide such reserve, are short lived, 
and an expert on the subject says that 
failure is the inevitable doom of all 
present organizations which refuse to 
make such provision. 
Now as to the increase in member­ 
ship, all fraternal orders, or assess­ 
ment companies depend upon such in­ 
crease to hold down their death rate. 
If they fail in getting new members, 
and plenty of them. the death rate 
must of necessity increase, and a cor­ 
responding increase in cost per mem­ 
ber follows. 
This will 
cause 
the 
younger members to lapse and secure 
insurance elsewhere, while the older 
members must remain, as their age 
bars them from securing other insur­ 
ance. Thus the candle is burned at 
both ends, and as the members grow 
older, deaths come more frequently, 
and the cost finally becomes prohib­ 
itive, and failure is the inevitable re­ 
sult. 
From our own records I find 
that the average age of our older mem­ 
bers is about 55, while that of the new 
members received during last year is 
about 35. 
It is easy to see that these 
new and younger members being con­ 
stantly added to the order, will tend 
greatly to reduce the death rate, while 
at the same time we are receiving more 
money in proportion, with which to 
pay death claims. 
In this way the 
cost is materially lessened to the mem­ 
bership, and the order is given a 
chance to continue its existence. 
Lack of space forbids further rea­ 
sons, but with these few plain and in­ 
disputable facts confronting us, it is 
clear that it was the part of wisdom 
for the Association to make these 
provisions, and if the Association re- 
cinds such action, it is but digging its 
own grave, and the beginning of ° the 
end is in sight, as some have already 
said. 
With all due respect to those 
who may differ from me, this is the 
candid opinion of your humble secre­ 
t e y j based upon ten years experience 
and observation in the insurance work. 
and upon the past history of all in­ 
surance orders that failed to provide 
an emergency fund.
